Tlir ¡niidccn of taxation, mountinc labor ctwi.-. ri>::,a n* ».print 
prices and increasing costs generally making for declining revenues— 
newspaper economic problems over which publishers have little control, 
although most of them have bitterly opposed the trend responsible for 
them—took a heavy toll in United States daily newspapers in 1939. Editor 
Sc Publisher, newspaper trade magazine, totals at 51 the number of 
newspapers which gave up the ghost in 1939. 
When it is remembered that a decade aro there was an amaz­ 
ing shrinkage in the number of newspapers throughout the country, with 
mergers saving weak papers from extinction in hundreds of cities, and 
that ii was st cted by competent observers m the journalistic field that 
the demise of newspapers had ended, and that the papers then surviv­ 
ing would all be 
strong 
papers and continue to thrive, the record of 
1939 comes as a big surprise and must be a disquieting development to 
all those pers-ns wlto believe that a free pj .\ss 
of a free government.
